Chief among 
these is a statement' in his own de- 
fense which Sir Roger is prepared to 
make from the dock. 


Francis P. Doyle, the Philadelphia at- 
torney, who is acting as solicitor for 
Casement, 
informed 
the 
Associated 
Press before the opening of the court 
that no witnesses would be called for 
the defense, W t arguments of counsel 
would be sOpplemented bv a statement 
from the prisoner. 
As was indicated, 
the main defense will rest on the ar- 
gument of consul for the quashing of 
the indictment on the lack of .jurisdic- 
tion. 


In reference to the line of Casement's 
counsel not to call any witnesses, Mr. 
Dbyle said: 


"Inasmuch as this trial affects not 
only the life of Sir Roger Casement, 
but also the aspirations of the Irish na- 
tion, it has been deemed advisable not 
to call any witnesses in this jurisdic- 
tion." 


He added 
that 
no 
witnesses were 
available in this country and that it 
would have been necessary to go to 
Germany for them, but that the gov- 
ernment would not permit it. 


Alexander Sullivan, chief counsel for 
Sir Roger, resumed his argument in an 
attempt to show the indictment waK 
faulty when the court convened today. 


After he had Concluded his address 
the court overruled his motion to quash 
the indictment. 


Sir Roger Casement made a state- 
ment to the court at the afternoon ses- 
sion, it was declared, in a clear voice, 
but it was plain he was laboring under 
a great nervous strain.

but life added to education means not 
only success here, but success here- 
after also. 
I once knew a man who 
had a good education, but he refused 
real life. 
He went to Michigan City 
]>rison and I am sure that it was not 
because he did not have an educa- 
tion that he went there, but that ft 
was because he did not add to his edu- 
cation spiritual life. 


Morality Is Not Life. 
Morality is not life. I believe a man 
that prides himself on his morality is 
a very bad example in the community 
in which he lives. 
For instance, all 
the young life in that community will 
say if it is not necessary for him to 
unite with the church, then it is not 
necessary for us to do so. 
Many a 
moral man that will not yield himself to 
Christ, is setting a very bad example 
before the young life of many a com- 
munity. 


Will Power Is Not Life. 
Again, will power Is not life. 
I do 
not believe there is any man who has 
anything like will power. I believe that 
about all a man has is a will, and he 
must depend 
upon 
God 
for all the 
power he gets. For instance, I want to 
raise my hand, but if I will to do it, I 
must depend upon God for the power; 
If I will to draw my next breath, I 
must depend on God for the power to 
do it. 
If you will surrender your will 
to God he will in turn give you the 
power to overcome. So remember that 
you have a will and God has the power. 
Religion Is Not Life. 
Re-Iiglon is not life. Look at all the 
different religions we have tpday. As a 
matter of fact you can trace all the 
religious leaders to their graves and 
you will find that it is possible to have

Buddha died Buddhism went on just 
the same; when Mohammed died Mo- 
hammedlsm went on just the same;

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Preparedness 
in the Militia. 


President Wilson's call for the mobilization of the militia of the 
country for service on the Mexican border has emphasized the need 
for preparedness in a new quarter, namely the national guard. There 
is no denying the fact that it has taken an unreasonably long time to 
^et into effective shape a military force technically supposed to be 
yeady for instant service. As a matter of fact, it was far from that. 


Nor can it be charged that the fault lay with the men who com- 
pose the national guard of the countr3^ Pitifully small as their num- 
ber was "when measured by possible necessity, they responded with 
Blaerity to the call to duty. The weakness developed in the almost 
atter lack of adequate equipment at hand and ready'for instant use. 
It developed in Fort Wayne, at Fort Benjamin Harrison and at prac- 
tically every other point affected by the mobilization order, and it in- 
volved supplies of almost every character. 
It was necessary in the 
face of emergency to take time to colleict from scattered and far dis- 
tant points equipment and supplies in order to make the guardsmen 
even reasonably efficient in the serious work they may be «ailed upon 
to perform. Major General Wood has called attention to this weak- 
ness in discussing the delay incident to getting the troops started 
for the border. By way of illustration he cites several European in- 
stances in which it was possible to put a force several times the total 
strength of the national guard in the United States into active service 
in half the time that has already elapsed since the call was given in 
the Mexican situation. 


It is undoubtedly fortunate for the United States that the de- 
lays and the dickering with Carranza are occurring. 
It is giving 
time that h badly needed for preparation to enforce such stand as 
this country may decide to take in the crisis. We would have made 
a pitiful shoAving at the outset without the hurried preparation the 
past week has permitted us to make, because our policy and our at- 
titude toward these matter has never been one that took into account 
serious eventualities that might come instantly. 
Under President 
Wilson's call for mobilization of the militia, the various states are ex- 
pected to provide a minimum of not fewer than 129,836 officers and 
v.iQii, representing the aggregate peace strength of all the units called 
into service, and a total maximum strength of 237,521, which repre- 
sents the number of men these units would have when recruited up to 
lull war strength. 
These are in addition to the minimum of 5,617 
fuid maximum of 10,493 for the national guardsmen of Arizona, New 
Slexico and Texas. It is manifest short-sightedness upon the part of 
the states and the national government as well to have failed to pro- 
vide adequate equipment aeieessible at once to this force of civilian 
soldiery upon which we have leaned so heavily when emergency 
came. This is one of the important lessons taught by the call for the 
mobilization of the national guardsmen.

Seoul, Korea, May 30.— (Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—Accus- 
tomed as Koreans are to the attacks of 
wild animals in the 
moimtains, 
they 
have been astonished to learn that dur- 
ing the last year 120 people were killed 
by beasts and tliat over 3,000 domestic 
animals were either killed or injured. 
This havoc 
was 
wrought 
by 
tigers, 
leopards, bears and Korean wolves, but 
it was the wolf, according to official 
statistics, that did the greatest amount 
of harm. 
It is estimated that these fe- 
rocious creatures slew 113 persons and 
injured 50 besides killing or injuring 
517 cattle and 1,519 
other 
domestic 
animals. 


The Korean wolf 
which 
is 
locally 
known as the neuktai is a powerful ani- 
mal of the canine f/pecies, a little larger 
I but longer and thinner than the native 
Korean dog. 
In color it is brown and 
gray. 
It possesses piercing eyes and in 
face of danger or while capturing prey 
shows wonderful agility, hiding itself in 
underbrush, jumping over high clifTs or 
swiftly swimming across rivers and lakes. 
In attacking a pony or cow it will leap 
upon- the victim's flank and kill instantly

Chamber of Commerce at a recent spe 
cial meeting adopted resolutions favor 
iag reciprocal trading relations between 
the British empire and allied countries 
after the war;

the British empire; favorable treatment 
of neutral nations; regulation by tariff 
or otherwise of trade relations with all 
"enemy countries" to render impossible a 
return to pre-war conditions, and for 
Btimulatinp: the development 
of 
home 
manufactures and 
the 
consequent 
in- 
creased employment of native labor; and 
that steps should be taken to prevent 
dumping 
(and 
under 
valuation) 
of 
"enemy 
goods" 
into 
British 
markets 
after the war. 


It was suggested 
that 
a 
tentative 
tariff for five years on an ad valorem 
basis might be applied, subject to nego- 
tiations with all parties concerned for 
the settlement of a scientific tariff with 
specific duties, if the latter should event- 
ually be 
considered 
preferable. 
The 
dominions should, however, be left free 
to determine their fiscal relations with 
allied neutral and "enemy" countries un- 
less it were agreed that the home and 
dominion governments should 
act 
to- 
f^ther in the negotiations. 
After con- 
Biiltation with various interests a com- 
zoittee drew up a tentative tariff, the 
duties tmder which vary from 30 per 
cient maxlmimi to 10 per cent maximum, 
ad valorem, for wholly

goods, to five per cent on raw foodstuffs 
(some being admitted free). 
Raw ma- 
terials would be exempt from duty. Al- 
coholic drinks, tobacco and other articles 
now subject to duties would bear an ex- 
tra fifty per cent when imported from 
enemy countries and a subttantial duty 
would be imposed on German and Aus- 
trian mineral, waters.

Uncle Sam now has on hand a reserve 
of 225,000,000 rounds of rifle cartridges 
and 20,000,000 pistol cartridges.

lost their lives,

' Mexico via Vera Cruz from Cuba, where 
he went after being released from cus- 
tody after the Cumbre crime.

Care will oe taken in conditioning the 
men from northern states as they prob- 
ably will feel acutely the heat of the 
Texas border until acclimated. 


The Illinois and Wisconsin troops will 
be wrapped in luxury compareti to the 
other guardsmen If, as is probable, they 
are quartered near the camp at Port Sam

15 cents an hour for all overtime. 


The by-laws provide that the "house- 
keeper," as it is stipulated the maids 
are to be called, 
will wear a uniform, 
master a course in domestic science, an'l 
have a suitable room one evening a 


week in which to entertain. 


"Mary Ann" will no 
longer resound 
throughout the house. Instead, when the 
mistress wants to speak to the maid, she 
will have 
to 
address her as "Miss 
Smith," or whatever else her name may 
be. 


These are a few of the more salient 
reforms that will, if the scheme works 
as its promoters hope, lift domestic ser- 
vice from the monotonous level of un- 
ending drudgery to the plane of a skilled 
profession. 


The new pfan, which it is expected 
will be introduced shortly in the United 


States, resulted 
from a conference of

officials, Y. W. 
C. A. girls, advanced preachers and two 
or three radical society women.

Task in Mexico 
Simply 
Means White Man's Bur- 
den Over Again. 


By K. W. PAYNE. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—"Sewer 
digging! 


"That is the nearest thing to trench 
warfare you will find in the plan of 
strategy mapped out by the general staff 
for our soldiers to follow in a possibh 
war with Mexico!" 


A veteran officer 
of 
the 
Spanish- 
American conflict, now holding a conli 
dential position in the war department, 
made this statement today in an inti-r- 
view revealing what the official schenio 
of warfare against the Mexicans, in case 
of war, is to be. 


''Sewer digging, street cleaning, road 
building! 
lliese are going to be the 
most important maneuvers if there is 
one. 
And get it out of your head that 
the army—at least the officers—relish 
the prospect. 


"Both the army and the officials in 
Washington realize 
war with 
Mexico 
would simply mean taking up the white 
man's burden onto their own shoulders 
again. 


"Five years and 500,000 
men—those 
figures sum up the nature of the job." 


The war department official gave the 
following description of the strategy of 
the campaign. 
He is in intimate touch 
with the situation here and on the bor- 
der. 
The official ban on talking pn- 
vents use of his name. 


"The 
Avar will be one of maneuvers, 
not of munitions," the official explained. 
"We Avon't use heavy artillery. 
In Hit- 
first place we haven't any. In the sec- 
ond place we couldn't transport it over 
the Mexican panda and mountains. 
In 
the third place we would have no Uie 
for it. 


"Very few of the lessons of the war 
in Europe will help us. There will be 
practicallj' no trench Avarfare, so there 
will be no occasion for use of asphyx- 
iating gas, periscopes, steel helmets and 
other unique developments of the Eu- 
ropean conflict. 


"Nor do I look for much use of the 
aeroplane. 
There Avill be feAv batterie.^ 
and no large bodies of enemy troops to 
be located. As for bomb dropping, that 
is only eflFective against highly organized 
military columns, railroad 
stations or 
concentration camps. The aeroplane Avill 
be used chiefly to carry messages. 


"The Avhole strategy of the campaign 
in a nutshell is this; 
Advance a few 
miles, capture a village, disarm the in- 
habitants and take OA-er its administra- 
tion; police it, clean it up, dig seAvors, 
perfect the sanitation, then move on to 
the next village. 


"Our men have 
four 
or 
five 
road 
scrapers in Mexico noAv. 
The job of 
road building Avill continue to be im- 
portant, if only to keep lines of com- 
munication open. 


"The cavalry probably Avould play a 
le.ss important part in fighting. It ha.s 
already proved a disappointment. Not 
that it isn't of the highest 
gallantry, 
but because there is no forage for the 
horses, Avhich therefore became a great 
burden on the transport system, already 
feiilTi-ring tremendous difficulties because 
(if the impassable nature of the coun- 
try. 


"So the infantry Avill do the fighting 
which will be much like that of the Boei 
Avar. 


"The enemy is of the now-you-sec- 
him-noAv-you-don't kind. 


"Our soldiers 
Avill pass an innocent 
looking peon hoeing a patch of corn. 
AVhen they are out of 
sight he Avill 
scamper ofT, round 
lip a 
neighboring 
command of irregulars Avho Avill sAA'oop 
doAvn on our men from the rear, fight a 
bloody skirmish, then take to their heels 
0A*er the hills. 


What can our men do against these 
unarmed 
peons? 
Shoot 
them 
doAvn, 
gradually unearth the hidden rifles, ar- 
rest the suspicious characters and so, 
month by month, slowly push a ban of 
sanitation and order over northern Mex- 
ico. 


"While the successiA-e groups of vil- 
lages and bandit groups are being sur- 
rounded, subdued and disarmed it will 
be the duty of the navy to blockade 
the coast and prevent neAV supplies of 
arms reaching the Mexicans. 


"At Vera Cruz. Mexican City and s'm 
ilar 
toAvns considerable forces of armed 
regulars may be bottled up and hert 
there Avill be something like trench Avar- 
fare, but the United States will observe 
The Hague convention and will not bom- 
bard these cities unless it is necessary 
to dislodge snipers and machine gun 
squads."

that both provisions, the house appro- 
piiation and the 
senate 
amendment, 
should be left out of this bill. I t is the 
impression of army men that to adopt 
the house relief provision would lead to 
refusal of men to enlist in the regular 
array.

War Department Officials 
Say Scheme Would Oc- 
casion Delay. 


Washington, June 28.—Senators K e m 
and Taggart 
were 
disappointed when 
they learned at the war department that 
the department will not give its consent 
to the formation of a brigade of troops 
in Indiana, because that would mean in- 
definite delay. 


The senators were informed that the 
department intends to send the Tarious 
imits of the Indiana guaM t«^ the bor- 
der as rapidly as they are in readiness 
and that the brigade formation, if one is 
made, will have to await the arrival of 
the 
Indiana 
troops 
a t 
the 
Mexican 
border. 


This leaves very much in the air the 
question as to whether Indiana will have 
a brigadier general at all. 
In any event 
the matter is shrouded in delay and un- 
certainty that was not pleasing to the 
senators, who had gone to the depart- 
ment to place before the authorities the 
name of Capt. Charles D. Herrón, Gover- 
nor Ralston's choice 
for the brigadier 
generalship. Capt. Herrón, who is a W^est 
Pointer with an enviable record, is a son 
of Capt. W, P, Herrón, a civil war vet- 
eran of Crawfordsville. 


Other Transfers Asked. 


Grovernor Ralston also asked for the 
transfer of Lieut. Hobert E. O'Brien from 
the regular army to be major in the In- 
diana brigade. 
He is a son of William 
H. O'Brien, of Lawrenceburg, Ind.,former 
democratic state chairman 
of 
Indiana. 
For other posts, not designated, the gov- 
ernor requested 
the 
services of Capt. 
Horace M. Hickman and Capt. John J. 
Toffey of the regular anny. 


The war department authorities gave 
the Indiana senators no encouragement. 
Both Capt. Herrón 
and Lieut. O'Brien 
are now in service at Panama, and there 
is a rule of the war department that it 
will not transfer any officer in the for- 
eign service. 
Service on the zone is con- 
sidered foreign service and there is an 
ec^ual objection to the transfer of Capt. 
Hickman. 
He is now with the regular 
cavalry in New Mexico and the depart- 
ment is very much opposed to the trans- 
fer of any regular officer who is on duty 
on the border. 
So it looks as if Gover- 
nor Ralston's slate, which also was com- 
municated direct by telegraph from the 
governor to Secretary of War 
Baker, 
will not go through. 


Senator Thomas Taggart, who has of- 
fered to raise and equip a regiment of 
Indianians for service in Mexico, spent 
a considerable part of the day at the 
war department 
looking after 
various 
matters connected with the equipment 
of the 
Indiana national 
guard. 
The 
gov>;rnor and adjutant general of Indi- 
ana have drafted Senator Taggart into 
service in attending to all matters of 
this kind and he is the go-between or 
connecting link between the state hou.<;e 
at Indianapolis and 
the 
war 
depart- 
ment. 


"I find," said Senator Taggart, "that 
there is no lack of personal equipment, 
"such as uniforms, rifles, etc. 
This equip- 
ment of a personal nature Avill be sent 
in generous measure direct to the Indi- 
ana national guard at Indianapolis and 
will be distributed there to the 
men. 
All heavier equipment, such as wagons, 
etc., will be sent to tho points of des- 
tination at the Mexican border and held 
there until the Indiana guard arrives." 


Senator Taggart is still hearing from 
friends in Indiana who want to join him 
in crushing the "greaser" enemy. 
If all 
of his friends who apply Avere taken 
care of, his regiment would be the most 
numerously officered military 
organiza- 
tion that ever went out of Indiana.

Sir Roger made an impassioned plea 
in his own behalf, in the course of which 
he said: 


"My lords and gentlemen of the jury, 
I desire to say a few ords only with 
refence to some allusions made by the 
prosecution. 


As to my pension and the honor of 
knighthood conferred upon me, I shall 
say one word only. 
The pension I had 
earned by service rendered and it was 
assigned by law.

But there are in especial four mis- 
statements given in the evidence against 
me which I must refute.

Second, I never ask<;d 
an Irishman to fight for Germany.

have always claimed 
that he 
has

right to fight for any. land but Ireland. 
Third, the horrible insinuations that I 
ot my people's rations reduced to t h j 
starvation point because they did not 
join the Irish brigade is an abominable 
falsehood. 
The rations were necessarily 
reduced throughout Germany owing to 
the blockade and they were reduced for 
the Irish prisoners at exactly the same 
time and to the same extent as for the 
German soldiers and the entire popula- 
tion of German}'. 
The other suggestion 
that men were sent to pimishment camps 
ot my instance for not joining the Irish 
brigade is one that I need hardly pause 
to refute. 
It is devoid of all fotmda- 
tion.

Explains Why He Got His 
Lawyer Friend to Do 
Identifying. 


New York, June 28.—John Devoy, 
editor of the Gaelic 
American, 
was 
placed on the stand today at the trial 
of Captain Hans Tauscher, 
charged 
with complicity in the alleged plot to 
blow up the Welland canal 
in 
Sep- 
tember, 1914. 
He was asked why he 
had sent a telegram to John T. Ryan, 
a Buffalo lawyer, requesting Ryan to 
identify there Horst 
Von 
Dei'goltz, 
the man whose confession Tauscher, 
Wolf von Igel and others 
were 
in- 
dicted. 
Ryan, it has been previously 
brought out, turned over funds al- 
leged to have been used in the plot, 
to Von Dergoltz. 


"Von Igel asked me to recommend 
somem one in 
Buffalo 
who 
would 
identify a friend of his," said Devoy. 
"I told him of John T. Ryan, a lawyer 
there whom I knew when he wa.s 
boy. 
I sent Ryan 
a 
telegram 
and 
that was the end of it. 


When asked why he was willing to 
be responsible for a man whom 
he 
did not know, Devoy replied: 
"Von 
Jgel told me he was all right and it 
was only a case of identification." 


Devoy's counsel later obtained the 
court's consent for him to be recalled 
to make a statement. 
He was asked 
whether he ever showed 
maps 
and 
plans of the Welland canal to Von 
Der Goltz. 
The witness declared, "I 
have never seen the man in all my 
life." 


Albert G. Adams, a 
United 
States 
special agent, wlio assisted in the ar- 
rest of Tauscher, 
told 
of 
statements 
made by Tauscher, to him. 


•'Tauscher said that at tlie commence- 
ment of the war he was in Germany and 
at once placed himself at the dispcsal 
of tho minister of war," Adams testi- 
fied. 
He was told 
to return 
to 
the 
United States and report to Captain Von 
Papen, which he did. 
Von Papen told 
him, 
Tauscher 
said, 
tliat 
something 
woidd be assigned to him to do which 
must be kept secret and that he would 
be-called upon to take part in trans- 
actions of which no record must be made. 


Tauscher said also that a man named 
Vo'ndergolz came to him in September. 
1914, saying ho was a stranger from 
Me.vico and wanted to buy some dyna- 
mite. 
Tauscher, I saw a chance for a 
profit and so I arranged with the Du- 
ponts lor the sale of 200 or 300 pounds 
of dynamite. 


Later Tauscher said: 
"Maybe 
that 
was one of the transactions I was to 
make 
no record 
of." 
Tauscher 
told 
about selling automatic pistols to Von- 
dergoltz and showed an 
entry 
in 
his 
books recording the sale on September 
3, 
He said Vondergoltz paid for the 
dynamite and pistols.

latest and expert information on the 
production and marketing of poultry 
and eggs. 


Two ot the cars were in charge of 


Purdue experts and devoted to the 
production of eggs and poultry. Throe 
lectures illustrated with lantern slides, 
were given, dealing with the manage- 
ment of poultry farms. 
L. L. Jones, 


of Purdue university, who has visited 
Allen county on a number of occasions, 
was in charge of the two cars. 


The third car was in charge of three 


government experts, B. C. Heinsholm, 
H. J. Sullivan and H. L. Kcrafler. This 
car is devoted to the better marketing 
of poultry products, particularly eggs. 


Many charts and interesting-experi- 


ments are shown to illustrate points 
which are desired to bo emphasized.

There 
is no denying the fact that it has taken an unreasonably long time to 
get into effective shape a military force technically supposed to be 
ready for instant service. As a matter of fact, it was far from that. 


Nor can it be charged that the fault Iny with the men who com 


pose the national guard of the country. Pitifully small as their num 
ber was when measured by possible necessity, they responded witl 
alacrity to the call to duty. The weakness developed in the almos 
alter lack of adequate equipment at hand and ready for instant use 
It developed in Fort Wayne, at Fort Benjamin Harrison and at prac 
tically every other point affected by the mobilization order, and it in 
•volved supplies of almost every character. It was necessary in th 
face of emergency to take time to collect from scattered and far dis, 
tant points equipment and supplies in order to make the guardsme 
even reasonably efficient in the serious work they may be sailed upo: 
to perform. Major General Wood has called attention to this weak- 
ness in discussing the delay incident to getting the troops started 
for the border. By way of illustration he cites several European in-' 
stances in which it was possible to put a force several times the total 
strength of the national guard in the United States into active service 
in half the time that has already elapsed since the call was given in 
the-Mexican situation.

by beasts and that over 3,000 domestic 
animals were either killed or injured.

by tigers, 


leopards, bears and Korean wolves, hut 
it was the wolf, according to official 
statistics, that did the greatest amount 
of harm. 
It is estimated that these fe- 


rocious creatures slew 113 persons and 
injured 50 besides killing or injuring 
517 cattle and 1,519 other domestic 
animals. 


The Korean wolf 
which is locally 


known as the ncuktai is a powerful ani- 
mal of tin: canine species, a little larger 


I but longer and thinner than the native 
Korean dog. 
In color it is brown and 


gray. It possesses piercing eyes and in 
face of danger or while capturing prey 
shows wondcTfnl agility, hiding itself in 
underbrush, jumping over high cliffs or 
swiftly swimming across rivers and lakes. 
In attacking a pony or cow it will leap 
upon the victim's flank and kill instantly 
by tearing open some vital part. Jn at- 
tacking a man it will follow him for a 
lime and occasionally leap over his head, 
seeking to unnerve him and cause him to 
fall to the ground when it will imme- 
diately attack and kill. 
Oftentimes it 


will summon its mate to assist in at- 
tacking. There are instances of where a 
wolf has carried off a big boy for e. con-

where it has 


tumped over a high wall with a pig in its 
mouth.

Washington. June 2S.--Insistene* upon 


ts amendment to the house military 
drafting resolution .striking out the mil- 
ion dollar relief appropriation for de- 
pendents of the enlisted men, was or- 
dered by the senate today after a dis- 
agreement on that issue had been re- 
ported by its conferees. 


Senators Chamberlain, Warren and 


Hitchcock were reappointed the confer- 
ence committee and directed to renew 
negotiations with the house conferees. 
Another attempt probably will be made 
to induce Representative Hay and his 
colleagues in the house to eliminate all 
reference to relief, including even the 
senate proposal to exemption from serv- 
ice for enlisted 
men 
with 
dependent 


families. 


Action in the house on -the disagree- 


ment was deferred until tomorrow. 


Senator Chamberlain brought the sub- 


ject up again on the floor of the senate 
and urged that the whole relief issue be 
stricken from the drafting resolution. 


"My impre.=sion is, after discussing 


this with the war department,'' said lie, 
"that both provisions, the house, appro- 
priation and the- 
senate 
amendment, 


should be left out of this bill. It is the 
impression of army men that to adopt 
the hou«e relief provision would lead to 
refusal of men to enlist in the regular 
army. In view of that it seems to me 
we ought not to encumber this resolu- 
tion with it." 


Senator Heed, who led the figh,t for 


the _ relief provision, said he would be 
willing to leave the whole subject out 
of the resolution if given assurances 
that a relief bill would b..iushe,l sepa- 
rately at this session. "\ want to sav. 
however." Senator Reed declared, "that 
I am jfrowinpt; a little weary of the ofll- 
eers of the United States army dietatinir 
the policy of congress with reference to 
the volunteer soldiers of this ponntrv."

INDIANA BRIGADE 


War Department Officials 


Say Scheme Would Oc- 


casion Delay. 


Washington, June 28.—Senators Kern 


and Taggart 
were disappointed when 


they learned at the war department that 
the department will not give its consent 
to the formation of a brigade of troops 
in Indiana, because that would mean in- 
definite delay. 


The senators were informed that the 


department intends to send the various 
units of the Indiana guard to the bor- 
der as rapidly as they are in readiness 
and that the brigade formation, if one is 
made, will have to await the arrival of 
the 
Indiana 
troops at 
the 
Mexican 


border. 


This leaves very much in the air the 


question as to whether Indiana will have 
a brigadier general at all. In any event 
the matter is shrouded in delay and un- 
certainty that was ncit pleasing to the 
senators, who had gone to the depart- 
ment to place before the authorities the 
name of Capt. Charles I). Ht-rron, Gover- 
nor Rnlstou's choice

eran of Crawfordsville.

"As tn my pension and the honor of 


knighthood conferred upon me. 1 shall 
say one word only. 
The pension 1 had 


earned by service rendered and it was 
assigned by law. Tin- knighthood it was 
not in my power to refuse. 


"But there are in especial four mis- 


statements given in the evidence against 
me which F must refute. First. 1 never 
at aany time advised Irishmen to tight 
with the Turks against 
the Russians 


or to tight with the Germans on the 
western front. 
Second. 1 never ask.-d 


an Irishman to (ight for Germany. 1
